Fav ored by H. C. Johnson in Indi­ 


anapolis Address. 


President H. C. Johnson, of the 
Seymour National 
Bank, made his 
address as President of tee Indiana 
Bankers’ Association 
at the meeting 
at Indianapolis Wednesday. 
He de­ 
clared that the bankers and especially 
Indiana bankers had reason for pride 
in the manner in which they had ac­ 
q uitted themselv es during the financial 
•torm. 
Mr. Johnson’s discussion of elastic 
currency 
plans 
indicated 
general 
interest in the subject. 
He said in 
part: 
“ The American Bankers’ Associa­ 
tion plan for currency reform, a most 
acceptable measure, was rejected by 
Congress and in its stead we hav e the 
Vreeland-Aldrich bill 
This measure, 
though a long way from what was 
needed, has some merit, and will, in 
all probability, hav e to answer until 
such a time as the currency commis­ 
sion can finish is inv estigations and 
agree on a report. 
Meanwhile the 
banking and business interests of this 
country should keep up the agitation 
for a financial measure, in keeping 
with the dignity and wonderful busi­ 
ness expansion of this nation. 
It 
seems to be the conscensus of expert 
opinion that the central bank would 
come nearer reaching all our troubles 
than any other plan so far adv anced. 
I q uote in part Alexander Gilbert, 
who says, in subtanee: 
“ ‘W hat we need is a central bank 
with branches authorized to issue an 
asset currency in times of need; to be 
issued to banks as loans on acceptable 
security, at a rate of interest fixed by 
law. 
Such a bank 
would deal only 
with banks and the Gov ernment and 
be so safeguarded by 
law, as 
to 
neutralize all the criticism that is 
urged against a central bank. 
Its 
note issues would be secured by a 
guaranty fund—25 per cent, gold re­ 
serv e-adeq uate redemption facilities, 
a prov ision for 
prompt retirement

He may have 
as good a machine as the Wright broth­ 
ers. 
But in an y event the demon stra­ 
tion made by Orville Wright Is of crit­ 
ical importance because the operator 
went bey ond the experimental stage, 
was in perfect control of ttit* appara­ 
tus during—t-bc—successive—flights and 
did not have to offer excuses or expla­ 
nations for a single un fortun ate inci­ 
dent. 
lie has shown that he and his 
brother deserve the heartiest commen­ 
dation for their y ears of persistent la­ 
bor. and he has removed all reason for 
the skepticism th at 
was 
naturally 
aroused by their secretiveness. 
To tin* 
question, “ W hat’s the use?-' we can 
only say that if the invention should be 
of any value to armies and navies it 
will be of infinitely more value outside 
of military activities. 
But we must 
not expect that all the remaining prob­ 
lems of aerial navigation can be solved 1 
in a week or a y ear. 
It is a far cry 
from the flight of two on a fair day 
to the aerial express

St. Johns, N. F., Nov . 12.—Captain 
James Chalker, master of the fishing 
schooner Pilot of Brlgu s, Conception 
Bay . said when asked regarding re­ 
ports from Copenhagen that word had 
been brou ght there that he had dis­ 
cov ered the grav e of the Polar ex plor­ 
er, Andree, that while his v essel was 
codflshing In Mu gford bay , northern 
Labrador, abou t Au g. 10, he started 
ov erland across 
the cape to Black 
Du ck bay , three miles distant, and 
came u pon a grav e su rmou nted by a 
cross bearing the inscription “Andre 
Ansty , Nov . 7, 18 9 7 .” 
The lettering 
was v ery faint and it was difficu lt to 
tell whether the date of the month 
was 1 or 7, bu t he decided it to be the 
latter. 
Captain Chalker did not dis­ 
tu rb fhe grav e and did not discov er 
any docu ments, and he does not know 
who is bu ried there. 
He is positiv e 
that the first 
word 
was 
“Andre,” 
(French for Andrew) and not “An­ 
dree.” 
It is thou ght here that a possible 
ex planation of the grav e may lie in 
the fact that fishermen from Notre 
Dame bay of the name of Ansty , fish 
near Cape Mu gford ev ery su mmer, and 
that, one of these rnay hav e died and 
been bu ried there. 
Against this the­ 
ory is the fact that Newfou ndlanders 
alway s eu dev or to bring horn their 
dead from the fishing grou nd. 
The point where the grav e 
was 
fou nd is abou t three-fou rths of a mile 
from the coast. 
Captain Chalker say s 
he cou ld locate the grav e again v ery 
easily . 
There was no wreckage near 
nor any other objects abou t the cross. 
The nearest settlement to it is twenty 
miles away .

obscure colum ns of the Gaceta Of­ 
ficial. published at the port of Oam-

It was buried in 
those pages and forgotten, and has 
now been resurrected by the Havana 
Cronica Medico and the British Medi­ 
c a l Journal. 
In May, 1853, Louis Daniel Beau- 
perthuy, a native of Guadeloupe and

Cainana, wrote to 
the Gaceta Official that for fourteen 
years 
he 
had 
made a 
m icroscopic 
study of the blood and secretions in 
fever and had discovered that yellow 
fever 
resulted 
from

stings of 
several species of m osquitoes. 
The m osquito plunges its proboscis 
into the skin and introduces a poison 
which has properties akin to that of 
venom. 
It

A revolution in 
the sending a n i 
receiving of telegraph 
m essages 
is 
gradually taking place throughout the 
United States, owing to the telegraph 
printing machines 
which are being 
installed in the m etropolitan offices of 
the telegraph com panies.

sending,

m assages 
are 
“punched" or spelled out in the Morse 
characters on an en d less tape.

tape is then fed into a sending ma­ 
chine, where a wheel m oves it along 
and in the right direction.
